He did say, however, in 
answer to questions from newspaper- 
men that he would ° ‘cross the bridge 
when I get to it,” emphasizing once 
more that the sine die adjournment 
‘means “once and forever.” 

In private discussion concerning the 
appropriations bill he made it clear 
that his opposition to the senate’s 
changing its position was not on the 
refusal of the house to deny him the 
right to slash school appropriations 
but that the totals of the bij] exceed- 
ed those fixed by the budget commis- 
sion.

ing the tax on real property to 15 
mills for all purposes and limiting the 
tax on intangibles to five mills. This 
measure will be voted upon by the 
people in the general election of No- 
vember, 1936. 

Advocated by Talmadge. 

The limitation program was 
vocated by Governor Talmadge after 
the house had passed a proposal for 
a $5,000 homestead exemption and an- 
other calling for $500 in personal 
property exemptions, The exemption 
proposals were sponsored by Speaker 
FE. D. Rivers, who abandoned them 
temporarily when the limitation pro- 
gram was advanced, he accepting this 
program and aiding to steer it through 
the house. In the senate the measure 
was steered by President Charles D. 
Redwine and Senator J. Ellis Pope, 
of Lyons. 

Perhaps the next 
measure of the session was 
mission of the repeal of prohibition 
to the people in a special election set 
for May 15 and the submission of a 
heer and wine’ legalization program in 
the same election. 

On May 15 the voters of the state 
will go to the polls to determine by 
separate votes whether they want pro- 


hibition repealed or not, whether they | 


want heer legalized and whether or 
not they want legalization of Georgia- 
manufactured wine from Georgia prod- 
ucts, tax free. The yield from the tax 
on liquor if it is legalized will go 
to the common schools while the yield 
from the tax on beer will go to the 
schools for free text books. 


Talmadge Program Approved. 

Next in importance was the enact- 
ment of the Talmadge program which 
the people overwhelmingly approved in 
the primary of last September when 
the governor was re-elected over two 
opponents, carrying 156 of the state's 
150 counties. 

Although many measures in this 
program stand out, the one affecting 


directly the most people is the $3 au-| 
tomobile license tag which the general | 


assembly made the law of the state. 
Georgia has had a $3 tag by executive 
order of the governor for the last two 
years and the first work of the general 
assembly was the ratification of that 
order and then the legalization of the 
*3 tag as a permanent law. 

By this action the general assembly 
saved the people of the state approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 a year. 

Road Funds Diverted. 

Next in importance, as regards 
the number of people it affected. was 
the diverkion of $2,000,000 in accrued 
funds of the state highway department 
to apply on the past due pensions of 
(Confederate soldiers and théir widows 
and the past due salaries of school 


teachers and bus drivers, employed in| 
the operation of the common schools.

This £2.000.000 was saved out of 
the overhead expenses. of the highway 
department under the direction of W. 
E. Wilburn, chairman of the road 
board. 

The fund was diverted to the gen- 
eral treasury for the purposes advo

The 
approximately $500,000 which went. to 
the veterans and their widows already 
has heen paid and the balance is ex. 
pected to go out to the counties this 
week for payment to the teachers and 
the bus drivérs. 
Board Ouster Ratified. 

A resolution confirming the gov- 
ernors ouster of the old public service 
commission was enacted hurriedly. 
Members of the old commission were 
removed from office by the governor. 
who appointed a new commission that 
effected sizeable cuts in public utility 
TATePS.

NEW FIGHT LOOMS 
UN TAX INCREASES 


National Chamber Warns 
| of Senate “Drive” To 
Hike U. S. Levies. 


| WASHNGTON, March 23.—(/)— 


A drive for new and huge taxes, in- 
volving in some degree the thorny 


| bonus issue, hung threateningly today 
over administration leaders in con- 
gress. 

Looking ahead they gathered their 
forces to repel an attempt in the sen- 
ate next week at upward revision of 
_the income tax rates schedule that 
will. accompany debate on repealing 
the “pink slip” publicity feature of the 
present law. 

Meanwhile the Chamber of Conm- 
merce of the United States warned 
that a senate “drive” is forming to 
force consideration of drastic income 
tax increases, particularly corporate. 

It also held up the possibility that 
new taxes will be needed to finance 
payment of the bonus, if that is passed 
over President Roosevelt's veto.

How to Plant 
While it is true that nasturtiums 
will grow almost anywhere and under 


the most adverse conditions, it is even 


more true that a little special care 


-and attention will make a wonderful 


difference—larger flowers, better cols 


The soil should be dug to a depth 
of at least a foot and if it is not good 
fertile loam, well-rotted stable manure 
or some other good fertilizing» agent 
which is rich in organic (humus) and 
inorganic (chemical) plant food should 
be incorporated in it. The surface 
should be well pulverized and raked 
smooth and then left for a day or two 
before planting so that the soil can 
settle and drive out the air pockets, 
A good many failures can be attrib- 


soil which is so porous that the seeds 
dry out. Other causes of failure are 
planting too late, too early, too thick, 
too shallow, or allowing the soil te 
become too dry before the seeds have 
germinated—all errors which must be 
avoided. 

It is often a wise precaution to 
water the seed bed thoroughly several 
hours before planting so that the soil 


/mMay be moist and compacted. Never 


plant seed in a soil which is so wet 
that it is sticky. After sowing the 
seed it is well to shade the seed bed 
from the direct rays of the sun until 
after the seeds have germinated. Con- 
tinue this shading during the middle 
of the day when the sun is hot until 
the seedlings are large enough for 
transplanting. This transplanting 
should be done when the seedlings 
begin to crowd, or even as n as

leaves, 
Lawn Work 

Of all the times of the year that 
work should be done to the lawn, 
probably that part of the work done 
during the spring is of the most im- 
portance. The reason for this comes 
from the sort of weather that we 
here in Atlanta and in the 
south. As a general rule our springs 
are characterized by considerable 
rainfall, and not a great deal of 


‘really hot weather before the early 


part of June or even later. This sort 
of weather is ideal for the proper and 


rapid growth of all kinds of grasses. 


After this period of almost ideal 


| Weather has passed we soon run into 
that period of the year usually charac 


teriezd by drouths of various degrees 
and lengths. As a rule they are too 
long and too dry. It is during this 


period of the summer that we are all 


having trouble with our lawns in mak- 
ing them continue to grow and add 


beauty to the home picture. 


There is a way that lawns may be 


made to grow during this trying time 
|of the year without a great deal of 


trouble or expense. This is the proper 
time of the year to be making prepara- 
tions for this summer's droutb. 

Before we start to think about what 


| Should be done to make it possible for 


grasses to grow through the summer 
when the weather is hot and dry, let’s 


Stop and think about just exactly how 
_the various grasses do grow, so that 
_Wwe may attack the problem in an in- 
_ telligent manner. 


In almost every instance the 
grasses that are used here in the 
south—and for that matter practical- 
ly all of the grasses—are character- 
ized by very shallow root systems. 


| These shallow roots are easily hurt 
and even killed by a lack of the proper 
amount of moisture. At the same time 


we will bear in mind this one charac- 
teristic: it is possible for us to feed 
and water the grass more intelligently, 

here are two ways in which the 
proper amount of water may be sup- 
plied to these grass roots. The first 


|is by watering the lawn with a hose 
|or sprinkler system. This method has 
| two drawbacks: first, the expense con- 
| nected with running a large watering 
| system for several hours at a time:

LAKELAND, Fla., March 23.—Jo- 
Jo White, the Tigers’ ‘‘Tigar-man,” is 
the hest base runner in the American 
league. Probably the best in base- 
ball. He has some interesting ideas 
about sliding. Tiger fans who have 
watched his wild dashes around the 
base paths at Navin field probably 
suspected that long ago. 

White's base-running strategy, like 
all the base-running strategy in the 
big leagues todar. is based upon the 
tactics of Ty Cobb, greatest base run- 
ner of them all. The Georgia ‘‘Tigah- 
man” did not get his tactics diréetly 
from the Georgia Peach. He learned 
how to run bases from Kid Eberfield, 
who played with Cobb and who watch- 
ed his movements, with knowing eyes. 
for several years. 

REGULAR FELLOW. 

Off the ball field White seems an 
unsophisticated boy with a delight- 
ful drawl and an unquenchable desire 
for laughter. But a quiet chat with 
Jo-Jo will convince anybody that his’ 
blond head is crammed with sound, 
sliding theorr. He knows what the 
baseball business is all about. 

White has no respect for a player 
sliding straight into an infielder who 
is holding the ball, waiting to tag 
him out. The mere thought of a per- 
son doing such a thing brings from 
him a snort of disgust. 

“When I slide into a bag,” he said, 


‘and get me if he is going to get me

“If I try to steal and find that 
some strong-armed guy has thrown 
the ball down to second base in time 
for the infielder to tag me out, I 
don’t go sliding into the ball and help 
him to tag me.

“But I ask myself a lot of ques- 
tions in a short space of time even, 
though I do not put them into words. | 
I know that if I go straight in I’m. 
gone. But I also know that if I 
make the infielder come and tag mé,| 
I may make him miss or even drop | 
the ball. So I always decide right;

No matter what decision Jo-Jo 
makes he executes his slide with all 
the vigor he possesses. And he al- 
ways tries to keep in posjtion to get 
to his feet quickly in order to be 
able to dash to another base 
the infielder drop the ball. 

White realizes his big league career 
depends largely upon his legs. Jo-Jo 
is a creature of speed and cunning ra- 
ther than of power. Knowing that 
his legs are his fortune, in a manner 
of speaking. White long ago began to 
take care of them. 

Fans who have watched Jo-Jo run 
the bases have seen him hit the dirt 
many times and almost immediately 
regain bis feet again as he reaches the 
bag. Jo-Jo never does that on the 
close plays, for that bounding slide is 
his stop-slide. 

A COBB TRICK. 

‘That's a Cobb trick,” he said. “El- 
berfeld taught it to me. You do it 
to protect your legs as soon as you 
realize the necessity for a slide has 
passed. As you go sliding along. you 
hook the heel plates of your forward 
foot into the dirt.

lature. 

The bill makes it unlawful to hunt 
or kill game birds or animals within 
one-half mile of any stream which is 
in flood stage. It allows the commis- 
sioner of game and fish to designate 
any persons as agents to sel] huntinz 
licenses. 

The senate struck a_ proposal 
change the season on quail from No- 
vember 20-March 1 to November 20 
February 20. Other seasons remained 
the same, 1s follows, Cravey said: 

Wild turkey, November 20-March 
1: marsh hens. September 1-Novem- 
her SO: doves, September 1-September

woodcock. December 1-December X? & 
deer, November 15-January 3: cat 
squirrels, October I-January 15; rac- 
coon, bear and muskrat, November “)- 
February 1; opossum, October 1-Feb- 
ruary 1.

A pioneer who crosses seas, not lit- 
erally but by air waves,is B. W. Ben- 
ning, Atlanta amateur short-wave ra- 
dio operator. 

In a small room back of a spacious 
old home at 520 Whitefoord avenue, 
Kirk Simmons, police short-wave ra- 
dio operator, and Mr. Benning are 
broadcasting 24 hours a day over sta- 
W 4 C B-Y. A spirited contest is 
being conducted among amateurs to 
determine which will comn1micate 
with the most foreign stations, ex- 
cluding Cauada, during the current 
Season. hence the 24-hour broadcast- 
ing. To communicate with a new for- 
eign station is termed “working an 
exchange.” Each exchange will count 
for points. Benning won the award 
for this section last year and is the 
only owner of the American Radio 
Relay League ARRL or WAC certifi- 
cate. He also was the first southern 
amateur to work Europe, he said. 

Benning said he had worked 41 
countries and had 23,000 points -this 
season—more than anyone with whom 
he had communicated. He is a real 
pioneer in his field, having started as 
a pre-war operator and later being as- 
sigfned to the marine signal corps for 
the duration of war. He was with 
one of the first commercial stations. 
WOR, New York, in 1925, and later 
beca ne chief operator of WDA-J at 
College Park. There he furnished his

HEART DISEASES LEAD 


DEATHS, STUDY SHOWS 


More than 21 per cent of the death 
claims paid to beneficiaries durifi 
1934 by the John Hancock Mutua 
Life Insurance Company of Boston 
were for deaths resulting from organic 
diseases of the heart. according to the 
results of a study just made public 
by company officials today. 

Cancer was the second principal 
cause of death, more than 11 1-2 per 
cent of the fatalities being due to this 
affliction. Pneumonia, circulatory dis- 


/@ases, cerebral hemorrhages, Bright's 
| disease and tuberculosis also levied a 
‘heavy toll. 


Accidents of all kinds, including au- 
tomobile casualties, were another lea¢d- 
ing cause of death. Upwards of 7 per 
cent of the claims paid were for per- 
sons who died in this manner. 

Suicides, while showing a _ percep- 
tible decline over each of the past sey- 
eral years, continue to be the cause 
of a large number of deaths. Nearly 
one-seventieth of the losses were due 
to self-destruction. 

One hundred and sixty-seven of the 
45.109 cases studied were murders. 

The principal causes of death in the 
order of their diminishing number 
were as follows: Organic diseases of 
heart, 9,646; cancer, 5,228; pneu- 
monia (all forms), 3,767: circulatory 
diseases, 3,636; cerebral hemorrhazes, 
3.214; Bright’s disease, 3.954: tuber- 
culosis (all forms), 2,714: diabetes, 
accidents, 1,175;

appendicitis, 641; other 
respiratory diseases, 533.

ume of poetry. “A Winter Diary,” the 
title poem, consuming 41 of the 170 
pages of the book, is its outstanding 
distinction. It is simply written, and 
“the mood of winter ix adequately sus- 
tained throughont it« entire length. It 
has a charming simplicity, free from 
all traces of literary artifice. This 
cannot he said of most of the shorter 
pieces, In these there is a conscious 
straining for the unusual rhyme and 
metaphor. The reader feels that the 
poet is trying to he a poet. Even if he 
succeeds jin the literary sense, a cer- 
tain naturalness is lost. 


In “A Winter Diary,” however, the 


poet seems to have but one purpose— 


that of capturing and sustaining the 
mood of winter. He succeeds, and the 
reader feels a complete satisfaction in 
his sincerity and directness. In this 
poem his metaphors are always in 
tenor with the general mood; he does 


not strive to be brilliant—he is natu-| 


rally so. He achieves here poetry of 


the highest order. The poem is a de-| 
chronicle of the 


lightful, leisurely ; 
numerous small -activities of a New 
England homestead throughout’ the 


winter months—incidents made poig- | 
nant by the uncertainties of wind, ice | 


and snowfall. The lover of nature will 
revel in this poem. Those who enjoyed 
Whittier's “Snowbound” will find 
“A Winter Diary” a modernized and 
lengthened presentation of the same 
mood found in Whittier’s masterpiece. 


It is longer, and therefore more satis- | 


fring. 

Quotations of some of the individual 
passages will show the poet's genuine 
feeling for the countrvside and his 
sharp imagery. The following ten 
lines have a clear, cold perfection 
rarely seen in modern verse:

The Quarterly’s first editor 
was James Southall Wilson, its 
next was Stringfellow Barr, and 
at present it is edited by Lam- 
bert Davis. From its inception, 
this notable magazine has had 
the courage to print critical ar- 
ticles on that part of the country 
whick vroduced it—the south. 


The names of the contributors 
to the April issue constitute a 
conclave of southern literary 
celebrities. These are Stark 
Young, native of Mississippi; 
Thomas Wolfe, of North Caro- 
lina, now living in New York; 
Allen Tate, native of Kentucky, 
now living in Tennessee; Eliza- 
beth Madox Ford, who lives in 
Kentucky; Laurence Lee, of Ala- 
bama, now a resident of Virginia; 
Ben Belitt, Virginian;  Lizette

gia, but who has lived princi- 
pally in South Carolina; Kathryn 
Worth, who lives in Tennessee, 
as does Andrew Nelson Lytle: 
Robert Penn Warren, native of 
Kentucky, and John Peale Bishop,

America does not want “a peon class

“We must continue to have faith in 
our basic conceptions that a free self- 
regulated people make for a _ better 
country and a greater happiness for 
all,” Miss Perkins said as she dis- 
cussed collective bargaining under sec- 
on 7-A of the NRA. 
| “Phe future expansion of industry, 
the needed increased production of 
goods, can only be achieved by the ac- 
tive co-operation of those who do the 
| work.” 

The status given labor under sec- 
tion 7-A, she said, presented a chal- 
lenge to labor itself. 

“In effect we say we believe in col- 
ilective bargaining. We want self-de-

Dollis Are Heirlooms. 

Many of the dolls displayed during 
the Girls’ Doll Festival have been 
handed down from generation to gen- 
eration, priceless heirlooms of the fam- 
ily. A single doll purchased by the 
middle and upper classes, costs from 
$25 to $250 and more. There are. 
of course, cheaper dolis owned by the 
poor families, but their ceremonial 
arrangement and form is the same. 

Camellias and willow often decorate 
this festival for girls. Peach blossoms, 
however, are the’ favorite decoration, 
for they symbolize, in a way, marriage, 
hecause of its association with this 
festival, which teaches the sacred- 
ness of the family tie and the conserv- 
ation of the home. 

In honor of the festival and the 
great and small symbolic personages 
represented. there is served a sweet 
sake, a mild and flavored beverage, 
and rice cakes and sweets, which are 
partaken by the family and other 
friends and acquaintances. who make 
formal calls on the little hostess dur- 
ing the time given over to the cele- 
bration of Hina Matsuri. Dressed in 
their beat kimonos, the little girls 
serve their fathers, mothers, brothers 
and friends. 

When the festival comes to a close 
the tiers of dolls and their accessories 
are carefully packed away to remain 
untouched until the following March. 
a year hence, when they will emerge 
from their long hiding place as fresh 
as if newly purchased. 

Make Dolls 1,000 Years. 

This important festival dates back 
nearly a thousand years, when people 
to make forms of men and 
women from straw to rub on the ail- 
ing parts of their bodies and throw 
them into a river or a body of water 
that would carry them away, believing 


‘the sickness that afflicted them would 


be washes away. 

Though this was the origin of doll 
making ia Japan. the festival of dolls 
as an annual celebration is only about 
350 years old. 
through all classes of the people and 
developed to where vast sums of 


ceremonial of great macnificence. 
17038 the then reigning Shogun hecame 
alarmed at its excessive extravagance 
and issued an order to suppress it. 
But fifty vears ago, during the recon- 
struction. it was revived and it is ob- 
served all through the nation and be- 
comes 8 most happy time for the giris 
of Japan. 

In 1927. just at Christmas time 
when our American dolls are most in 
evidence, there arrived in our country 
49 of the handsomest dolls that could 
be made by the most skilled doll mak- 
ers of Japan. More than 2,600,000 
Japanese children had given their sons 
(one-half cent coins) to make possible 
this gift. With their beautiful hand- 
painted kimonos, and miniature re- 
productions of Japanese furniture. 
these dolls brought to us an idea of 
the love of beauty which has always 
been one of the greatest characteristics 
of the Japanese people. But most of 
all, they represented the priceless gift 


theirs.

OVE that goes by swords and moonlight, with a plume 
: L in its hat and a jaunty song on its lips—that is the 
love that is enshrined in the great romance of Cyrano 

de Bergerac. 

Cyrano, as presented in the famous play by Edmond 
Rostand, was the greatest swordsman of all France.

Phe jury of his peers—practical middle- 
western farmers and businessmen— 
were called upon to decide whether the 
old British buccaneer had been married

three times or onty twice, and whether 
Drake ever had an heir. 

History shows that Drake died with- 
out issue and left the bulk of his estata, 
under a million dollars, to his widow and 
brother. 

But Hartzell persisted in his claim of 


an unrecorded son, and of an heir to 
this son who assigned his “claim” te 
the lowan. Listed among the proper- 
ties; Hartzell claimed, were 22 London 
city blocks—vast grants of land in the 
United States—some of the crown jew- 
els of the British royal family—millions 
in gold, and other fabulous properties. 


For ten years the “Baron” lived in 
London in luxurious ease, while mon 
poured in from the United States. tt 
was only after Scotland Yard deported 
him back to America that the American 
authorities were able to nab him on the 
mail charge. 

So ends the oldest of known buneo 
schemes. Scores of Americans, 75 years 
before the Revolution, were contribn- 
ting money to crooks who posed as Drake 
heirs and sold shares in the mythical 
estate. It’s been going on ever since, 
But the latest salesman of the “legacy” 
is “washed up” for ten years and finis 
has been written to the famous $22,000,- 
000,000 hoax—for the time being, at 
least.

“O Moon, thou hast a strange look 
tonight. Hast thou a strange look? 
Thou art like a mad woman, a mad 
woman who is seeking everywhere for 
lovers. Thou art naked, too. She is 
quite naked. The clouds are seeking 
to hide her nakedness, but she will not 
let them. She shows herself naked in 
the sky. She reels through the clouds 
like a drunken woman—lI am sure she 
looketh for lovers. Does she not reel 
like a drunken woman? She is like a 
mad woman, is she not?” 

And the lads in Burma can’t get any 
“Annie Oakleys” to the annual! festival 
either. If one wants to be Nebuchad- 
nezzar for a night, he has to come 
equipped with an enormous ruby. Every 
jewel worn by the vestal virgins is a 
ruby, token of their one annua! love 
affair. 

It is no wonder, is it, that the British 
government frowns at the survival of 
such pagan customs? An idea of how 
popular these festivals were among the 
gentry of India was evidenced during 
the first Burmese War. At that time the 
British soldiers tnvaded some of these 
temples and from the coffers of the Moon 
Pagoda at Mandalay, alone, they took a 


store of rubies evaluated at one million 
pounds sterling! 

The British are trying to work things 
out now so that these beautiful high 
priestesses can be married off. The 
Dareen girls, it must be understood, rep- 
resent a social problem the complica- 
tions of which arise from the intermar- 
riage of a Manasseh Hebrew and a gen- 
tile woman. The progeny of such a 
union have no social standing because 
of ancient racial beliefs.

The Manasseh Jews were one of the 
lost tribes of Israel which “fell into ways 
of idolatry” of which the moon temple 
rites are said to be a survival.

The 
members still practice the “laws of the 
Fourth Renunciation” which, the Brit- 
ish believe, accounts for the existence

when he is forty years old—is bound

ness,” during which he leaves his home 
and family and wanders about all by 
himself. 

As a result of this strange custom, 
the Manasseh tribe has developed into 
a matriarchal clan. That is, since the 
women may at any time unexpectedly 
become deprived of their husbands under 
the laws of the Fourth Renunciation, all 
property rights divert to them. 

Even the children trace descent from 
the maternal rather than the paternal 
side of their families and assume their 
surnames from their mothers. |

RE modern college girls the intel- 
lectual inferiors of their masculine 
classmates? Or— _ . 
Do they deliberately underplay 
their intelligence in order to snare their man? 

These questions perplexed parents have been 
puzzling over ever since Betty Co-ed matricu- 
lated at dear old Rutabaga. But they were 
given fresh attention the other day when Prof. 
John J. B. Morgan of the Psychology Depart- 
ment of Northwestern University startled a 
class of campus men out of their habitual lethar- 
gy by advising them to give intelligence tests 
to their student sweeties before dating them up 
if they wanted to raise the scholarship standard 
of their Alma Mater. 

“Young women students proceed on the 
theory that ngn like them dumb,”’ the eminent 
psychologist déclared. ““Timidly the girls dis- 
play a flash of intelligence to their escorts, but 
then they endeavor by foxy means to convince 
the boy friends that men are mentally superior 
to women. 

“If you would hand an [-Q test ‘to every 
girl be fore you consent to take her out, North- 
western'’s scholastic record would resemble a 
skyrocket en route to the stratosphere. 

“The girls pretend they're dumb to make 
you feel superior. Let them know you prefer 
them smart. Make them take the test before 
you date them, and if they don't pass, dont 
date them!”

“Don't you know, women married to law- 
yers, doctors, bankers, brilliant men outstand- 
ing in their respective fields, who seem unable 
to talk intelligently with their husbands on any 
subject but their homes or children or the do- 
ings of the neighbors? Are such women 
dumb? No. , 

‘“Those women understand their husbands; 
husbands whose interest and admiration they 
seek to keep alive. [hey know that the average 
business or professional man, while he would 
rather talk shop with a contemporary than do 
anvthing else in the world, is never so bored 
as when a person with only a smattering knowl- 
edge of his subject tries to discuss it with him. 
So they confine themselves conversationally to 
topics on which they are recognized authori- 
tres. 

“And their wisdom is well-repaid. 


Most 


men find far greater diversion listening to a 
woman talk expertly about the children or the 
neighbors than amateurishly discuss his busi- 
ness. 

Northwestern’s campus Romeos react in 
much the same way. Unless a co-ed fluently 
speaks their language, that of sports and screen 
divas and class politics, Professor Morgan be- 
lieves they would rather have her simulate a 
discreet semi-silence. 


O far as he has observed, Rosie O'Grady 
and the college-bred lady are sisters when 

it comes to beguiling the boy friends. In spite 
of the variances in their intelligence quotients, 
both study their man first, figure out what he 
wants in his ideal woman, then try to be that 
One. 

‘“Men .as a rule don’t do this,’ continued 
Professor Morgan. ‘In general their attitude 
toward women is, ‘I ake me as I am, or leave 
me. And they're perfectly sincere about it. 
Why? 

“The explanation is rather obvious. Mar- 
riage is not as important to men as it is to 
women. At best, it is only one of his two or 
three major interests. Io the majority of wom- 
en, on the other hand, it is vital. It is their 
bread and butter, their job, their career, then 
mission in life! 

“Of all the fields of endeavor that have been 
opened to women during the past half-century, 
the home continues to be the greenest. A 
woman who marries well stands an equal if 
not better chance of making a success of her 
life than the woman who succeeds unaided in 
some business or profession. 

“College girls realize this.

their campus careers they find themselves con- 
fronted with a very real problem: Shall. they 
specialize in, say, law cr medicine; fit them- 
selves for careers of business or teaching? Or 
shall they prepare for matrimony ? 

“If the last is their choice, it is natural that 
they should set out deliberately to be as attrac- 
tive as possible to the men who capture their 
fancy. And if those men seem to prefer girls 
who make them feel like superior beings, then 
it is wisdom on their part, perhaps, to pretend 
they are dumb.”

N° matter how colossal are the superiority 
+ % complexes such co-eds give their men, the 
F.vanston educator says that psychological tests 
already given at Northwestern conclusively 
prove there is no sex in brain cells. 

Feminine cerebrums, like feminine cerebel- 
lums, such researches show, are quite as well- 
developed and capable of functioning as those 
of men. What is still more significant: the 
co-eds make better grades than the college men. 

Professor Morgan may not have intended 
to foment a campus war when he warned his 
psychology class against the designed dumbness 
of their fair schoolmates. As a matter of fact 
he now says he was speaking off the record 
when he spoke thus. Nevertheless, his im- 
promptu words ‘had hardly fallen from his lips 
than that part of the university which centers 
about the graystone sorority houses and women’s 
dormitories on Orrington avenue was seething 
with indignation. 

Co-eds dumb “‘like a fox’’ to fool their men 
friends? Irate collegians in bright wool tams 
paused between classes to pooh-pooh the emi- 
nent psychologist’s unplanned utterances. 


NE of those whose scorn elicited the most 
attention was blondly beautiful Isabel 
Mulligan, 1934 Beauty Queen and one of 
the most popular-with-men co-eds on _ the 
campus. Miss Mulligan, who hails from 
L.a Grange, Ill., and is a senior member of the 
Pi Beta Phi sorority, said: 

‘If we're dumb, it’s because we don't know 
any better. The girls here certainly don't go 
out of their way to be nitwits just so the men 
will feel superior. I can’t imagine a college 
girl knowing something and keeping quiet about 
it. I know I never try to be silent and subtle 
simply to make the man I'm out with feel big 
and brainy. What could be sillier? 

‘Perhaps the reason Professor Morgan 
spoke as he did is because most of us are pretty 
kind-hearted. We try to be polite and pleasant 
to the men who date us. When we find we 
are out with one who knows less than we do, 
I guess we probably do underplay our intelli- 
gence sq he won't feel uncomfortable. But 
this is a fact: such a man seldom gets a sec- 
ond date. 

‘The average college girl refuses to waste 
her time. That's why she prefers to go out 
with men in the professional schools than with 
those in L. A. (Liberal Arts). A man who 
has finished his undergraduate work and is spe- 
cializing in law or medicine or commerce usu- 
ally has something to give you intellectually. 
You can enjoy talking with him. 

‘Personally, I won’t go out with a man who 
doesn't know more than I do. What's the use? 
That’s why I date almost exclusively with those 
in the grad schools. Those in L. A. are all 
right when you're a freshman or a sophomore. 
But by the time you reach your senior year you 
discover that most of them are pretty dumb.” 

With only a casual reference to the records 
in the dean's office, statistical proof that at 
Northwestern, at least, the women lead the men 
scholastically, Miss Mulligan went on to say 
that the average college girl of 18 or 20 is 
several years older mentally than a college man 
of the same age. 


ISS MULLIGAN’S views on the high 
- I-Q’s of her school sisters, however, 
evoked only a mocking laugh from Phelps 
Johnston, of Cheyenne, Wyo., editor of The 
Daily Northwestern and one of that institu- 
tion's datingest young men. Simultaneously he 
scoffed Professor Morgan’s theories. Said he: 

‘Do I think the girls here are playing dumb 
so that we men won't get inferiority complexes? 
Ha! Ha! I know they aren’t. They're just 
being themselves. They're acting perfectly 
natural. 

‘TI don’t believe the average college man is 
intelligent enough to appreciate an intellectual 
girl. Still, my own observations have shown 
me that the men here are far more intelligent 
than the women.” 

To embellish this point, Editor Johnston then 
told of several surveys conducted by the stu- 
dent publication he edits to find out what co-eds 
think and talk about. 

“After last November's national elections,” 
he explained, “‘a reporter was assigned to inter- 
view a group of the most popular girls on the 
campus and get their views on the results. And 
what do you suppose the majority of them an- 
swered? ‘What elections?’ 

“Northwestern men, while they may not be 
actively interested in national and international 
affairs, at least have a general awareness of 
them. They are able to discuss intelligently 
topics as remote from the campus as the New 
Deal or the situation in the Saar. But the wom- 
| Ra 

The majority of them think the New Deal 
is something you do at cards, he said. And as 
for the Saar—. They think it was a shame the 
Bolsheviks shot him for they understand he was 
so sweet to the ‘Saarina.”’ 

To show that he bears his feminine class- 
mates no ill, Mr. Johnston then hazarded the 
opinion that their sagging I-Q’s are the effect 
‘rather than the cause of their popularity. Their 
attraction for the sterner sex, he concedes, is 
chiefly responsible for their failure to qualify 
as mental giantesses. 

‘A really popular co-ed,’’ he continued, 
“has neither the time nor the inspiration to 
study. Between her classes and her dates, 
there aren't hours enough left for her to more 
than glance at her school books.”

Jjous blast of shotgun and revolver 
fire. The crime was committed 
in broad daylight and on a busy 
street. And the killers got away. 

Police recalled that Daiches had 
been the victim of what appeared 
t ohave been an attempted mur- 
der just about a year previously. 
He had been beaten over the head 
27 times, had sustained four frac- 
tures, and in that instance, too, 
there had been no clue to the mo- 
tive, nor trace of the assailant. 
Were the two crimes connected? 

Eli Daiches, 44 years old at the 
time of his death, was born in 
East Prussia, the son of a rabbi. 
He had been educated in Eng- 
land, and had come to Chicago 
‘in 1910. Six years later he joined 
the Bowers Advertising Agency, 
eventually becoming president of 
the concern. 

He married Belle Turner, 
daughter of a prominent Chicago 
family, but there were no chil- 
dren. While Daiches_ played 
around at the night clubs, his 
wife interested herself in the 
Zionist and Palestine movements. 
and in Jewish art. Her hobbies 
frequently led her to take trips to 
Palestine.: During her absences, 
as well as while she was in Chi- 
cago, Daiches found comfort in 
the company of their mutual 
friend, Mrs. Lillian O’Shea, 32. 
whom he paid $100 a week for he! 
advice on business matters. 

On the evening of January 24, 
1933, at about 6 o'clock, Daiches 
was waiting for his wife in his 
Loop office when a man entered, 
brandishing a revolver. The in- 
truder forced him to lie on the 
floor. then beat him over the head 
with the butt of the gun. Daiches’ 
chances of living seemed slim in- 
deed but thanks to three blood 
transfusions he survived. 


Victim Cannot 
Explain Attack. 


He could not explain the attack 
He believed that his assailant was 
a drug addict. 

Upon Daiches’ discharge from 
Passavant hospital, the nurse who 


had attended him there, Miss Lu- 
cille Osborn, joined the household 
Staff to take care of him. She 
was still in his employ in March, 
1934, when the second—and this 
time thoroughly  successful—at- 
tack occurred. 


At this time Mrs. Daiches was 
in the Near East. Daiches was 
living at the Sherry hotel on East 
Fifthy-Third street. He had been 
to Florida during the winter, and 
had recovered sufficiently to re- 
sume his rounds of pleasure at 
the more fashionable bars and 
gambling clubs. If he feared an- 
other attempt upon his life, he 
never mentioned it to any one. 
He believed that the assault in 
1933 had been more or less the 
deed of a maniac. 

On the night of March 2 some 
one, whom Miss Osborn did not 
know, telephoned Daiches. The 
nurse heard her employer say, 
“Forty thousand dollars is a lot 
of money. I can’t raise it in a 
hurry.” She gathered that Daiches 
owed this money to some one who 
was becoming impatient, perhaps 
threatening. However, Daiches 
had said nothing to her about it, 
and she had thought no more 
about the call. 

The following morning C. J. 
Cronin, a salesman-friend of the 
nurse, from Wichita,. Kan., had 
breakfast with Miss Osborn and 
Daiches. They remained in the 
apartment when Daiches left at 
9:30 a. m. Almost immediately 
they heard shots out in the street. 

Daiches’ big car, driven by his 
colored chauffeur, had _ pulled 
away from the hotel and headed 
for the Outer Drive, main auto- 
mobile thoroughfare of the city. 
As it was about to turn into the 
drive the traffic lights flashed 
red. 

A few moments of waiting. 
The lights flashed gretn, Imme- 
diately a small dark colored car 
shot out in front of the Daiches 
car. Daiches gasped, “Oh, my 
God!” and a sawed-off shotgun 
spewed two leaden streams. Then, 
to make sure, the killer pulled out 
a revolver and emptied its con- 
tents into the slumped figure. 


The little car dashes away. The 
lights turn red. And the blood of 
Fli Daiches pours out of many 
wounds.

derer except that his car had been 
a dark-colored small machine. 
No one could even say definitely 
how many persons had been rid- 
ing in the murder car. Miss Os- 
born ‘could give no clue. other 
than her information about the 
telephone call, and Mrs. Daiches, 
in far-off Palestine. was com- 
pletely mystified. 

What about the woman angle? 
Daiches had led a fast life. No 
attempt had been made to rib 
him. Very likely he had aroused 
the enmity of some husband or 
sweetheart. Mrs. O’Shea was ques- 
tioned, and her estranged hus- 
band, Harry, was ordered arrest- 
ed. Mrs. O'Shea, who lived in a 
luxurious apartment on Lake 
Shore. drive, convinced the au- 
thorities that she had been noth- 
ing more than a friend and busi- 
ness adviser. 


Officers canvassed night clubs 
and gambling resorts. That tele- 
phone call might have been in 
connection with a gambling debt 
which Daiches might have been 
reluctant to pay. 

Louis A. Weitzman, chairman 
of the board of the advertising 
agency, who was the beneficiary 
of the $317,000 insurance policies 
carried on Daiches’ life by virtue 
of the fact that he owned 425 of 
the 430 shares of stock, hurried 
from New York to help the au- 
thorities. He informed the police 
that Eli on a recent trip to New 
York had spent money lavishly 
and he had upbraided him for it. 
He said that Daiches had men- 
tioned something about poison 
pills and that “nothing was left 
for him” but to take them. 


But there was no progress in 
the investigation. 

Mrs. Daiches hastened back to 
Chicago. Mrs. O’Shea went to 
live with her in her apartment. 
The widow vowed she would never 
rest until this mystery was solved. 
She literally haunted the authori- 
ties, with the result that State’s 
Attorney Thomas J. Courtney or- 
dered an assistant. Richard Re- 
gan, to drop all other duties and 
to confine himself indefinitely to 
the Daiches case. 

Followed now weeks and 
months of determined sleuthing. 
Checking all the information 
Gathered by the homicide squad, 
Regan ordered that the insurance 
phase of the mystery be thorough- 
ly investigated. This theory. in- 
credible as it seemed at the time. 
was about all they had left, for 
every other theory had led no- 
where. 

The Weitzman family now be- 
came the objects of a secret in- 
quiry. 

Before long the detectives were 
concentrating upon Irving Weitz- 
man, diminutive owner of the 
Dottie Lee chain of bakeries on 
the South Side. Telephone wires 
into his home and place of busi- 
ness were tapped. From this 
source the investigators learned 
that there was another brother. 
who owned a poolroom on the 
West Side. Still there was no 
clue. 


The Trail Leads 
To a Hoodlum. 


The poolroom wire was tapped. 
The name of Jack London, fugi- 
tive gambling house guard, en- 
tered the case. Police learned 
that London was a “muscle man” 
with an unsavory reputation. De- 
tectives trailed him and discov- 
ered that he was friendly with 
Irving Weitzman and his wife. 
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Jack 
London 


Involved in Murphy’s confession. 


London, all unknowingly, led the 
police to Walter Murphy, alias 
Walter McManamon, general all- 
round hoodlum. suspected as be- 
ing the triggerman in_ several 
South Side gang killings. 

Another character entered the 
drama—one Arthur Emblen, Gary 
(Ind.) gangster, who had dallied 
at various times in the Chicago 
alcohol racket, was linked up with 
the London gang. 

Here, at last, was something— 
circumstantial.evidence which at- 
tacked the character of Irving 
Weitzman. Would the patient in- 
vestigators be able to tie up these 
stray threads of information? 

* 7 a 

Secretly the state’s attorney's 
office traced Weitzman’'s financial 
records and quickly encountered 
another thread to weave into the 
pattern: Irving Weitzman had re- 
ceived $25.000 from the $105,000 


- insurance which his brother Louis 


had been paid to date. But still 
this was not enough on which to 
make an arrest, much less ask an 
indictment for murder. Regan 
dared not come out into the open 
vet, for fear the conspirators 
would be warned, cover up their 
tracks and flee the city. 

More than seven months after 
the crime (October 20) a police 
squad accidentally arrested Mur- 
phy and a companion, James 
Menard. A contractor of Ber- 
wyn, a suburb of Chicago, prompt- 
ly identified Murphy as one of the 
three men who had robbed him 
of $900 several days before and, 
on top of that, a deétective un- 
wittingly announced that Mur- 
phy was a suspect long sought in 
the Daiches case. 

This slip caused the secret po- 
lice work to be made public, and 
the state’s attorney’s office con- 
sequently had to work fast. They 
realied that unless one of the con- 
spirators confessed the case would 
collapse. 

Relays of questioners tackled 
Murphy. After two days he broke 
down but refused to sign a State- 
ment or agree to testify in court 
unless his pal, London. agreed to 
do the same. London, however, 
had not yet been apprehended. 

Fortified by detailed informa- 
tion from the prisoner, State’s At- 
torney Courtney decided to take a 
chance and arrest Irving Weitz- 
man. He, too. was grilled severe- 
ly but despite his frail build—he 
is only about five feet tall and 
weighs not more than 100 pounds 
—he never cracked, and _= the 
treatment he got was by no 
means gentle. 

Attorneys for both Murphy 
and Weitzman obtained writs of 
habeas corpus. The authorities 
were in a ticklish predicament. 
Without Murphy's testimony they 
could not hope for an _ indict- 
ment. Unless something happen- 
ed very quickly they would be 
compelled to release the captives 
Frantic efforts to locate London 
and Embien failed. 

The time limit arrived. Court- 
ney and Regan, and their asso- 
ciates in the investigation, were 
defeated. They decided to libe- 
rate Murphy and Weitzman. No 
information about Murphy's con- 
fession had reached the newspa- 


pers, and the state’s attorney's of- 
fice hoped to keep this matter se- 
cret until the break came. 

At this point the worried au- 
thorities had a stroke of luck. 
Murphy. charged with the Ber- 
wyn robbery, could not make 
bond, so the police were still able 
to hold him. 


Next, another break. Detec- 
tives working night and day 
caught up with Emblen, who, con- 
fronted with the facts disclosed 
by Murphy, confessed. And it 
was then that Murphy agreed to 
sign a statement and appear in 
court against Weitzman, the mas- 
ter mind of the conspiracy. Weitz- 
man was re-arrested and charged 
with murder. 

Now another problem faced the 
authorities—how to keep their 
witnesses from being bribed or 
frightened away. The state fought 
hard for an early trial lest some- 
thing sudden and violent happen 
to Murphy and the others involv- 
ed. Murphy was plaeed under 
guard in the Oak Park Arms ho- 
tel, just outside Chicago, while 
Emblen was kept in the strictest 
seclusion in the Cook County Jail 
Administration building. 

Meanwhile Lieutenant Thomas 
Kelly, who is credited with get- 
ting Murphy to agree to testify. 
was dispatched to various parts of 
the country to corroborate the star 
witness’ extraordinary story of 
one of the most atrocious murders 
ever committed in Chicago. 

Soon after the trial started on 
February 17, it appeared that the 
work of the detectives and prose- 
cutors had all gone for naught. 
Emblen, after assuring Assistant 
State’s Attorney John Boyle on 
the way to court that he would 
never waver in his testimony, 
balked completely after being ask- 
ed his name and address. AS a 
state’s witness he was a thorough 
flop. 

Attorney William Scott Stew- 
art, one of the most successful 
criminal lawyers in the middle 
west, told the court that he had 
been retained by Emblen’s brother, 
who had been one of several visit- 
ors. allowed the prisoner. The 
prosecution concluded that the 
brother, who had _ disappeared, 
had persuaded Emblen to change 
his mind about testifying. 


Murphy Is Called 
To Testify. 


Murphy was calied. The court- 
room spectators and Assistant 
State’s Attorney Emmett Moyni- 
han, who was in charge of the 
prosecution, held their breaths as 
the hard-boiled witness, his face 
expressionless, stepped up to the 
stand. If he, too, balked, all hope 
of a conviction would collapse. 

But the witness never hesitated. 
He told the whole story from the 
beginning to its bloody end. 

- . « 


Irving Weitzman had original- 
ly hired Arthur Emblen, who had 
worked for him at various times 
as a plumber and driver, to do 
the job for $5,000. Emblen had 
followed Daiches for days and 
finally attacked him in his office. 
But despite four skull fractures 
and two broken arms, Daiches 
had survived. 

“You missed,” Weitzman tele- 
phoned Emblen. “Now we'll have 
to wait until he gets out of the 
hospital.” 

While Daiches was slowly re- 
gaining his health, Weitzman 
hired Jack London, whom he had 
met in a gambling house near the 
Weitzman bakery, to quell some 
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union trouble. London contacted 
Murphy and the two of them 
showed such ability in handling 
tough union agents that Weitz- 
man asked them what they would 
charge to killa man. After some 


bargaining they agreed on a price 


of $5,000. 

Weitzman introduced Emblen to 
the gangsters and told them that 
Emblen was familiar with the 
habits and movements of the in- 
tended job. “I want a thorough 
job,” said the pint-sized baker, 
“and the sooner it’s done the bet- 
ter.” 

With Daiches again on his feet 
the stalking was resumed. Lon- 
don and Murphy followed him to 
his office in the Kimball build- 
ing at Jackson bouleyard and Wa- 
bash avenue, in the heart of the 
business district. They were ar- 
rested on suspicion, but were 
quickly released. They complain- 
ed to Weitzman that they were 
unable to get Daiches in a fa- 
vorable spot outside the business 
district. 

Next, Emblen rented a room on 
East Oak street, directly across 
from where Daiches visited a 
woman friend. The assassins lay 
in ambush in this room one night 
until 1 a. m. But Daiches failed 
to leave that night, and so es- 
caped. 

Months passed, and still the 
killers stalked their man. In Jan- 
uary, 1934. Daiches left for Mi- 
ami, Fla., with Mrs. O’Shea—she 
in a secretarial capacity. Weitz- 
man summoned his hirelings and 
bade them hasten to Miami and 
wait for their victim. He would 
send them what appeared to be a 
telegram on a horse race. 

“If he arrives in Miami on the 
first train I'll wire you ‘Bet on the 
first race,” he said. 


They Had Collected 
$3,200 for “Expenses. 


He gave Murphy and London 
$1.000 expense money. Thus far 
they had collected $3,200 from 
Weitzman, and it is not unlikely 
that they would have been will- 
ing to postpone the killing indefi- 
nitely, so long as they could shake 
down Weitzman for “expenses” at 
regular intervals. 

Daiches arrived in Miami. The 
two hoodlums were at the station 
and followed him to the Surfside 
hotel. But, according to Murphy, 
the advertising man spent most of 
his time on crowded beaches, and 
there was no opportunity to kill 
him. 

“Weitzman told us that if we 
Knocked off Daiches in Miami it 
would take the heat off of the 
Chicago angles,” he testified. 

Meanwhile Weitzman became 
most impatient, and went to Mi- 
ami himself to check up on the 
boys. They insisted that they 
simply had not found a chance to 
do the job. Weitzman began to 
feel that Murphy and London 
were either supercautious, or that 
they were giving him a run- 
around. 

Then Daiches left for New 
York. Weitzman ordered his go- 
rillas back to Chicago. They drove 
day and night in London’s car. 
In Chicago the baker told them 
if they would hurry up and do 
the job he would waive the $3,- 
200 he had already paid them and 
call it expenses. 

“I'll pay you $5,000 additional. 
and a bonus of $1,000 if the job is 
done immediately,” he told them, 
“so that we do not have to pay 
the premiums on some of the in- 
surance, due in March.” 

According to Murphy’s story. 
he went tto see a friend, Jerry 
Pilot, an alky peddler since slain 
in the wars, and asked how much 
he would charge to “bump off a 
feller.” We don’t know whether 
Jerry first asked Murphy for the 


name of the intended victim, just 
to make sure he wasn’t a pal, but 
at any rate Jerry agreed on a 
price of $3,000, with $500 payable 
the day after the crime and $2,- 
900 within 60 days. 


Results were practically instan- 
taneous. The next day Pilot and 
a companion (not identified) 
parked their small car at Fifty- 
third street and the Outer Drive, 
while Murphy and London parked 
their car on Fifty-third street, 
west of the Sherry hotel. Thus 
they planned to get Daiches, no 
matter what direction he took. 
His big car headed east, and Jerry 
got him. 

* % ~ 

Jerry was paid on schedule and 
Murphy and London received their 
fee. Later, continued: the wit- 
ness, they learned that the insur- 
ance collectable on Daiches’ life 
was more than $300,000, rather 
than the $200,000 Weitzman men- 
tioned. Very much annoyed, they 
communicated with Weitzman and 
informed him. possibly fingering 
their guns, that the price of the 
‘ob had been raised to $25,000. 


Weitzman, now in a rather 
ticklish spot, promised to fork 
over the added charges. 

By the middle of October the 
liftle baker had paid $16,000 of 
the $25.000. The blood money 
helped to finance a gambling 
house the two hoodlums opened 
in Union Pier, Mich., a summer 
resort district, where Weitzman’s 
brothers had a cottage. Accord- 
ing to the prosecutors, he would 
have been paying blackmail to 
Murphy and London for the rest 
of his life had the case not been 
solved. 

To back up the star witness’ 
story, the state showed that 
Daiches in 1929 turned over his 


stock to Louis Weitzman, who once 


in the flour business and 
owned a seat on the New York 
Grain Exchange, for  approxi- 
mately $80,000 in debts -Daiches 
owed for money advanced from 
time to time. 


was 


Insurance Money 
Was Paid Promptly. 


With practically all the stock in 
his possession, Louis Weitzman 
became chairman of the board 
and also beneficiary of the insur- 
ance, which Daiches turned over 
to the agency as security. The 
insurance had been paid promptly 
by the companies, who held 29 
policies. The agency received 
$287,000 of the total amount, the 
difference being deducted for 
loans advanced on the policies. 

The records showed that Louis 
Weitzman took $105,000 from the 
money paid the agency. Of this 
sum he had paid $25,000 to his 
brother Irving. The remainder of 
the insurance money is now tied 
up by an injunction suit started 
by Mrs. Daiches. 

What of Louis Weitzman? His 
name was frequently mentioned 
during the trial as the beneficiary 
of the insurance, but he did not 
appear as a witness for Irving. 
The prosecutors say that he has 
not appeared in Chicago since 
Murphy confessed in October. 

Irving Weitzman denied that he 
had conspired to kill his good 
friend Eli. He asserted he had 
been framed by Murphy, who was 
trying to escape prosecution for 
the Berwyn robbery as well as the 
Daiches murder. The defense in- 
timated that Murphy _ killed 
Daiches because of a $40,000 debt. 

The jury, which took the case 
February 23, quickly decided that 
Weitzman was guilty, debated 
whether to give him the electric 
chair, and after four-and-a-half 
hours agreed on a life sentence. 

What of Murphy and Emblen? 
Murphy figures he'll get a nice 
break. Emblen isn’t so sanguine.

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No. 173—“The Sermon on the Mount.”—The first of the sermons of Jesus Christ is the Sermon on the Mount. recorded in Matthew v-vii. A 
shorter version is given in Luke vi, 17-49. In its breadth and depth of thought and its practical bearing on Christian life, the Sermon on the 
Mount may be said to express the essential fundamentals of the spiritual kingdom concerning which Christ taught. Matthew’s report oc- 
cupies three chapters.

TY happened in Newark in a 
| closely packed restaurant at 

the height of the noonday 
rush. Seated at a table were four 
men, engaged in a heated argu- 
ment about the Culbertson sys- 
tem. 

“It may be a fine system,” said 
one, pounding the table to empa- 
size his words, “but I don’t be- 
lieve he plays it, himself.” 

“He certainly does,” was the 
partisan response, “and I can 
prove it.” 


At that moment, the sprinkler 


system let go in the eating place 
and deluged the patrons with wa- 
ter, just to prove the system 
works. ' 

Believe it or not, this is a true 
story. It must have been a very 
heated controversy to start a 
sprinkler system.

SIMPLICITY. 


And speaking about my system, 
besides reducing the biddable suit 
honor trick count to permit the 
opening of any four card suit 
headed by at least a half trick 
providing it has a jack in it, lI 
have added simplicity to speed by 


making all opening bids uniform. . 


The honor trick requirements for 
such a bid has been increased to 
three except where you hold a re- 
biddable suit, when 2 1-2 will do. 

These requirements hold for any 
position at the table. No longer 
must you count your hand ac- 
cording to the seat you occupy; 
just look for three honor-tricks 
and a biddable four card suit or 
better and open the bidding, no 
matter where you sit. This does 
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away with a lot of counting, espe- 
cially for the beginner. 


It is true, we have tightened up 
the system a bit, but with the tre- 
mendous progress made in bridge 
during the last few years, it be- 
came necessary. This increase in 
the requirements for opening bids 
may seem a minor one—only a 
half honor-trick or a little strong- 
er suit. But it has an impor- 
tant effect upon the nature of re- 
sponses. 

There is only a given amount 
of strength in the deck of cards. 
If. you have a bare opening, fig- 
ured by your partner at 2 1-2 
honor-tricks and a biddable suit, 
with a minimum hand you may 
drop the bidding. Knowing, how- 
ever, he has 3 honor-tricks, at 
least, you can, now, keep the bid- 


ding. open with very little, to see. 


what action he will take. 

This gives more elasticity to 
the bidding and precludes the 
possibility of playing the hand in 
the wrong suit for a partial 
score. For instance, should your 
partner open with one diamond 
and you hold an honor-trick and 
a half but no adequate support 
for the diamonds and no five-card 
suit of your own, your one no- 
trump will eloquently proclaim 
the fact, permitting him to re- 
turn to two diamonds with a min- 
imum hand or show another suit 
for preference purposes if he has 
additional values.

PERFORMING THE 
IMPOSSIBLE. 


When things look blackest the 
expert keeps on playing hoping 
the position of the cards will give 
him a play for his contract. Ed 
Lagron, noted expert of Chicago, 
tells how an apparently impossible 
contract was made. Playing with 
a strange partner, Lagron got into 
a bidding jag, and when the mist 
cleared away, he was playing the 
North-South cards in today’s 
hand at a contract of five spades. 


Neither side vulnerable. 


The king of hearts was open- 
ed and taken by declarer’s ace. 
A small trump was led to the 
jack and a heart ruffed in La- 
gron’s hand. The two high dia- 
monds were cashed and a low dia- 
mond thrown out to the adversa- 
ries. As the cards lay, it did not 
matter much which opponent 


pounced upon this low diamond, 
As long as they had to lead clubs, 
they could not prevent declarer 
from making two club tricks. 
Lagron claims it was unfortu- 
nate for him that he made this 
hand. His partner interpreted the 
Chicagoan’s success as a confire- 
mation of the wildeand wooly bid- 
ding which had landed them in a 
higher game contract. Of course, 
the bidding grew wilder as the 
game progressed and the ultimate 
result reflected the influence of 
the first lucky bid.
